He was 
there at 8 p'clock, when a man stepped 
into his cab and said, "Drive me in a 
hnrryto the West Side Union depot. 
Gilbert climbed on the box, and gather- 
ing up the lines swung his horse into 
Washington street and headed west.

At Fifth 
avenue the men who had followed the 
cab from the Chicago Opera house over- 
took it and one of them grabbed the bit. 
The occupant of the cab leaped out and 
demanded what right tho stranger had 
to stop the horse. "I have only ten min- 
utes to make my train," he said excited- 
ly, "and I paid this cabman in advance 
to haul me to the Union depiSH" 


"You will never reach the Union de- 


pot with this driver," said the'man who 
stopped the horse. "Look up there and 
you will see that you are being driven 
by a corpse." Two men climbed on top 
of the vehicle and lifted the driver off. 
He was dead. His fingers were twined 
around the iron rod of the seat. —Chicago 
Herald.

Old Settlor!) for tho Fair. 


Warren K. Moorehead, a young ar- 


chaeologist of Xenia, O., who is acting 
for the government in getting up an ex- 
hibit of archaeological specimens for the 
World's fair at Chicago, has just made a 
rich find at Fort Ancient, in Warren 
county, which is attracting a great deal 
of attention. He has uncovered walled 
vaults which contain twenty-four perfect 
and complete skeletons of the aborigines. 


He has had them photographed as they 


lay in the vaults, and is now tearing the 
vaults away, marking each stone and all 
of the skeletons, so as to put them in 
place just as they were found at the 
World's fair. In one of the skulls was 
found an arrow head, while through the 
skull could be seen the hole where the 
arrow had penetrated. Several of the 
skulls had similar holes in them, show- 
ing that they had died in battle.—Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. 


Two Kind* of Censuses. 


A census of the United States differs 


in its very conception from a European 
census. Once in ten years, as with us, 
the English government makes an enu- 
meration of the inhabitants of the king- 
dom. 
The time chosen is the night of 


the Sd of April. On or before that day 
the enumerator must leave at each house 
within his district a family schedule, 
which calls for the name and personal 
characteristics—age, sex, color, occupa- 
tion, etc.—of each person who on that 
night shall sleep in that house. If a man 
be traveling on that night, he is to be re- 
ported at the hotel or private house at 
which he arrives in the morning. 


A census of the United States is a very 


different thing. As in England, the 
census is supposed to be taken on a cer- 
tain day—with us the 1st of June—but 
the question regarding each and every 
man is not where he was on that day, 
but where on that day he had "his 
usual place of abode."—General Francis 
A. Walker in Forum.

The storage vault bnilt not long since 


for the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton covers more than » quarter of nn acre 
and is twelve feet deep. In its intorior 
there is a cage of iron lattice work, the 
bars ot which are of wrought iro», nn 1 
which were riveted together witb recl-hot 
iron rivetes after the lattice work was pat 
up. 
It took 100,000 rivets to fasttn tha 


iron work of tbia rault together, and the 
lattice work had to bd very strong, as the 
silver is very heavy. 


An exohauge says the amount of silver 


now in the vault weighs over 3,000 tons, 
and you could pat these $90,000,000 OD 
one side of tho scales and 35,000 ojeti, 
each weighing 180 pounds, on the other 
side, and the silver would outweigh them. 
It would take 175 freight cars io carry this 
silver to the sea coast if America should be 
conquered and the treasury vault wns 
looted. And still this is only a small part 
of the coin in the treasury. 
There is 


another vault which contains $59,000,000 
more of silver and $26,000,000 in gold.

The jury in the baccarat scandal case,

Arab in America which have no right to 
the name. Almost every spotted horse 
or "calico" horse is said to be more or 
less Arab, while it is stated as a positive 
fact by no less an authority than John 
H. Wallace that an Arab may bo of any 
color io the world but spotted. No Arab 
is a calico in color. It is an exceedingly 
difficult thing to get a pure bred Arab. 
The Bedouin chief will not sell one at 
any price, and the only ones procured 
are secured by raids on the tribes of the 
Euphrates valley. 


In the whole United States there- are 


only three strictly pure bred Arabian 
horses. Two of these are the stallions 
Leopard and Linden Tree, which were 
presented to General Grant by the sul- 
tan of Turkey, and a mare called Naomi, 
which has been imported from England. 
Of the two Grant stallions Leopard is 
not at all a prepotent horse and is a get- 
ter of few foals, and Linden Tree is the 
possessor of one of the ugliest tempers of 
any living horse. He is said to be a Sen d 
incarnate, though his colts are gentle 
and kind enough when properly treated. 
It is a peculiarity of the Arabs that if 
used kindly and treated with considera- 
tion they are gentle and lovable. 


"To one that has gained the confidence 


of an Arab horse there is the pleasure of 
knowing that he associates with a brute 
endowed with a soul." Abuse one of 
them, and you have aroused a devil that 
can never be subdued, for of their cour- 
age there is no limit, and they will re- 
sist abuse while they have life. General 
Grant's stalli on Linden Tree is said to 
have been made vicious because the man 
in charge of him did not gain his confi- 
dence and abused him. 


There ia a great deal of foolish senti- 


ment existing about the Arab horse, 
however. Ho has many good qualities, 
is highly intelligent, quick to learn, has 
rare beauty of form and rich quality, is 
for saddle purposes beautifully gaited, 
quick and active in his movements, and 
of much endurance; but when compared 
with tho thoroughbred race horse or the 
American trotter he suffers much by the 
comparison.

If it could be dono with- 
out a losa of size and speed, for the pur- 
pose of giving beauty and flnish to the 
American trotter, it might be well to 
add moro of the Arab blood to the com- 
posite article which goes to make up the 
American trotter, but the experiment 
has beoa tried and not found successful

Proof of the KartU's Motion. 


Take n good sized bowl, fill it nearly 


ull of water and place it upon the floor 
if the room which is not exposed to 
ihnkiug or jarring from 
the street. 


Sprinkle over tho surface of the water a 
coating of lycopodium powder—a white 
iubstance which is sometimes used by 
adies in mailing their toilet, and which 
mn bo purchased of any druggist. Next 
upon the surface of this coating of -white 
powder make with powdered charcoal a 
straight black line, say an, inch or two in 
ensth. Having made this little black 
mark on the surface of the contents of 
;he bowl, lay down upon the floor close 
;o the bowl a stick or some other straighl 
object, so that it will lie exactly parallel 
with the charcoal mark. 
If the line 


lappeus to be parallel with a crack in 
;lie floor or with any stationary object in 
;lio room this will serve as well. 


Leave the bowl undisturbed for a few 


aours, and then observe the position of 
ihe black mark with reference to the ob- 
ject it was parallel with. It will be 
found to have moved about, and to have 
shifted its position from east to west— 
that is to say, in that direction opposite 
to that of the movement of the earth 
upon its axis. The earth in simply re- 
volving has carried the water and every- 
thing else in the bowl around with it, 
but the powder upon the surface has been 
left behind a little. The line will always 
be found to have moved from east to 
west, which is perfectly good proof that 
everything else contained in the bowl 
has moved tho other way.—St. Louia 
Republic. 


It Will JJo tho Deepest Hole In the World. 


One of the most important scientific 


explorations into the depths of the earth 
ever undertaken will be carried out near 
Wheeling under tho joint auspices of the 
United States government and the city 
of Wheeling. 


Some months ago the Wheeling De- 


velopment company began drilling a 
well in search of oil or gas. 
It was de- 


termined to bore as far as possible. The 
hole has already reached the depth of 
4,100 feet, within GOO feot of the deepest 
well in the world. In this distance a 
dozen of thick veins of coal have been 
passed, oil and gas both struck, but not 
in paying quantities, and gold quartz, 
iron and many otoer minerals found. 
The hole is eight inches in diameter and 
the largest in diameter of any deep well 
in the world. 


Professor White, state geologist, has 


arrived from Washington, where he suc- 
ceeded in getting tho government geo- 
logical survey officers interested in the 
exploration, and the result is that the 
hole will be drilled to a depth of one 
mile. Then the government will take 
tip the work under the direction of two 
expert officers of the geological survey 
and drill into tho earth as far as hiftnan 
skill can penetrate. 


The idea is to take the temperature 


and magnetic conditions as far as possi- 
ble, and by means of an instrument con- 
structed for tho purpose a complete rec- 
ord of tho progress and all discoveries 
made will bo kept.—Cor. Philadelphia 
Press. 


A Deathbed Question.

matter, and I want to consult you. 
My 


neighbor keeps peacocks. Suppose some 
of them should fly over into my yard— 
which they are doing all the time—and 
lay some eggs horo.
